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WHO WILL MAKE UP THE LOSS? 
There is one phase of gov ernment ownership 
of industry that has receiv ed less notice than it 
deserv es: If states, cities or the federal gov ern­ 
ment take ov er such enterprises as the railroads 
and the pub lic utilities, who is going to make up 
the v ast taxes that these concerns now pay to 
all units of gov ernment?' 
An adv ertisement of the Alab ama Power Com­ 
pany focuses attention on this. According to 
the ad, the power company pays to county and 
city gov ernments in Jefferson county alone 
(which includes the city of Birmingham), the 
handsome sum of $604,000 a year in taxes. Of 
this amount, ab out $175,000 goes directly to the 
pub lic schools, and represents a sub stantial part 
of their total rev enue. 
At present, it is b eing adv ocated that the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority take ov er all operations 
in the state of Alab ama, supplanting the exist­ 
ing priv ate power concerns. The TVA would 
pay no county taxes whatsoev er, and no other 
taxes in which the counties and their residents 
would share. As a result, the taxpayers of Ala­ 
b ama would hav e to make up the tax loss, and 
accept heav y increases in all forms of taxes now 
paid b y them — or cut school, road or other gov ­ 
ernment b udgets. 
And what would the taxpayers receiv e in re­ 
turn? They would receiv e — possib ly — good and 
inexpensiv e electric serv ice, which is precisely 
what they are receiv ing now from the heav ily 
taxed priv ate utility. But, where the priv ate 
utility is stringently regulated b y the state, in 
the light of local needs and conditions, the TVA 
would b e sub jected to no local control — and 
would b e responsiv e only to the whims of Wash­ 
ington-appointed office-holders. 
Loss of tax rev enue inev itab ly follows gov ern­ 
ment acquisition of industries — whether they b e 
acquired b y the TVA, b y states, b y cities or b y 
any other pub lic b ody. In the long run, only the 
politicians b enefit — while the struggling tax­ 
payer foots the b ill. 


against the country will b e considered enemies 
and that enforcement of such sanctions will b e 
met with armed force. 
Such pronouncements inform the world that 
the league means nothing, and that all treaties 
of guaranteeing the peace of the continent are 
b ut scraps of paper when aggressiv e ideas are in­ 
spired in a b elligerent country. 
Thus, it is ob v ious that the only protection that 
any really peaceful nation has against such 
countries as Italy, Japan and others, is powerful 
armament. Italy will attack Ethiopia b ecause 
the territory of that country is desirab le and 
Ethiopia is weak in self defense. Japan attacked 
China b ecause China could not defend herself 
and she had something that Japan wanted. There 
is no reason to b eliev e otherwise, that such a 
country would not attack the United States or 
some of its possessions if they could get away 
with it. 
Other great powers of Europe are reluctant to 
take any stand against Italy b ecause they know 
Mussolini means b usiness and is well prepared to 
b ack up ev ery statement that he makes. 
World peace is most desirab le and ev entually 
may b e guaranteed, b ut under present conditions, 
the only course for any powerful nation is re­ 
main so powerful that others will fear to attack. 


PREPAREDNESS ONLY SAFE COURSE 
Pacifists who adv ocate disarmament as a na­ 
tional policy should easily see conv incing proof 
against their stand in the situation which has 
dev eloped in Italy. The b elligerent dictator of 
Italy is determined to grab the rich territory of 
Ethiopia regardless of the League of Nations, 
treaties of peace or rights of others. Warning 
has b een issued from Italy that its purpose will 
b e fulfilled, that all who entertain sanctions

Booms Swimming In Orient 
Three years later Dr. D’Eliscu 
took a group of amateur swim­ 
mers, including Johnny Weiss- 
mueller and Helen Meany, on a 
tour of Japan. That little jaunt 
awakened ambition for 
swim­ 
ming glory in Nippon youngsters 
and paved the way 
for 
their 
Olympic swimming triumphs at 
Los Angeles in 1932. -Dely” and 
his little band of swimmers gave 
demonstrations of the 
various 
strokes used, sometimes on dry 
land when no pools were avail­ 
able. They found only one regu­ 
lation 50-meter pool in Japan at 
that time. Today there are thou­ 
sands. When Helen Meany com­ 
peted in the diving events in To­ 
kyo it was the first time a wom­ 
an had ever competed in athlet­ 
ics publicly.
